Liberia No Place for the American 
Negro to Emigrate.

PENSION 


TO EX-SLAVES. 

SEE that Hon. 
Frederick Douglass 
is out in an open 
letter to Hon. W. 
R. Vaughan,ofOma- 
ha, Neb., endorsing 
his bill which pro- 
vides that the gov- 
ernment shall ex- 
pend $400,000,000 in 
pensioning ex- 








slaves. Mr. Doug- 
lass says: ‘There 
never was~ and 


never can bea proposition more just 
and more beneficent than that contained 
in your bill.” While we are forced to 
admit that the race to some extent are 
mendicants, yet I doubt the wisdom of 
our being medicants to the extent of 
desiring a pension. Give usa fair and 
square position in the arena of life, 
clothe us with the same rights and priv- 
ileges accorded to every American citi- 
zen and to every emigrant to this coun- 
try, and the race will thrive and suc- 
ceed in all the avenues of life. The 
question to be considered is, will not 
such a pension be deemed a recompense 
for all the sins of commission against 
us in the past, and all the sins of com- 
mission and omission possible in the 
future. Willit not be said—there, we 
threw you a bone, now eat and stop 
your barking. 

There is no doubt but what the mo- 
tive that prompted such a bill was pure 
and the result of a desire to in a meas- 
ure right a wrong and conserve to 
equity, and there is not an Afro-Amer- 
ican but what should applaud Congress- 
man Vaughan for his evident interest 
in their welfare; yet often a good act is 
a conductor of greater evil, and at first 
blush I fear that this bill in doing good 
would resuit in doing injury. Mr. 
Vaughan syys in a recent interview: ‘I 
am a Virgirian and a democrat, but my 
heart bleeds for the downtrodden. I! 
was riding on a railroad in Virginia one 
day when I saw acolored man put off 
the train for no other reason than that 
he was black. That same man fought 
to preserve this Union. On the same 
train an Indian wrapped in a warm 
blanket, was allowed to ride unmo- 
lested. Yet the Indian bore arms 
against the very country that supports 
him in idle luxury.” 

Such an expression shows conclusive- 
ly that the bill is not the result of a de- 
sire for notoriety, but the result of a 
kind, sympathetic and interested feel- 
ing in the welfare of the race. 

Mr. Vaughan is certainly a philan- 
thropist and a man worthy our warmest 
support, yet though this be true, it does 
not destroy the possible fact that to 
pension the Negroes would retard rather 
than accelerate our advancement. A 
more studious consideration of the bill 
and its provisions, possibly might de- 
stroy all apprehensions of evil results 
accruing in case of passage of the bill. 

Kfface ali political and sentimental 
restrictions, pension us with full and 
equal rights, and I dare say that every 
black man will be satisfied to allow 
this $400,000,000 to remain in the treas- 
ury. A pension of equal rights and 
privileges, not of money is the great 
desideratum with Afro-Americans. 

COLONIZATION SCIUEME, 

A citizen of Texas, W. IL Ellis, 
brings forward still another scheme of 
Negro colonization. This time the 
hopeful philanthropist who aspires to 
be the savior of a race, wants to trans- 
port Negroes now in the United States 
to Mexico. Of course the originator of 
the project has consulted everybody 
concerned except the Negroes. 

The consent of the men to be trans- 
ported is never considered essential in 
a scheme of this kind. The plans are 
invariably laid with nicety and every 
thing connected with the project is a 
beautiful success with the trifling ex- 
ception that the colored brother doesn't 
go. Why should he go? America is a 
very good country: sensible men like 
it, and it seems to like sensible men. 
Then why should the citizen of African 
blood be approached every other day 
by a man with a scheme to take him 
elsewhere? 

It is to be feared that the real cause 
for the existence of the individual who 
wants to colonize everybody is found 
in his ambitious desire for fame. A 
man who has not been successful as a 
beok agent, or has made an unhappy 
failure in the avocation of shoveling 
feathers across a hay field, may still 
grasp renown as the father of a plan to 
colonize the Negroes. There is more 
than one way to dig post-holes in the 
sands of eternity, and Mr. Ellis, the 
self-arrogated philanthropist, thinks he 
has discovered a new way. Every col- 
onization schemer thinks he has dis- 
covered the Eldorado for the Afro- 
American, but thus far the Afro-Amer- 
‘ean has not been of the same mind, 
snd future projectors of colonization 
echomes might «ws well take counse! 





from the past and conclude without any 
disagreeable “ifs and ands” that the 
Negro is here to stay. 





Apropos of this delusive and vagrant 
idea of the probability of even possibil- 
ity of Afro-Americans tmigrating to 
Liberia, we would impress upon the 
race the fact that Américan Negroes 
are not fitted by experience or educa- 
tion to cope with the hardships incident 
to a life in this death-impregnated 
country. The conditions effecting A fro- 
American emigration to Liberia, so far 
as Liberia is concerned, have changed 
for the better, but only in’& small de- 
gree. With health and capital applied 
judiciously there is a possibility of, 
reaching a comfortable living. : 

Those who go to Liberia without 
money and expect to become wealthy 
are deceiving themselves grossly. First, 
there is but little money in the country, 
and what there is is in the hands of a 
few, and they hold it most jealously. 
Poverty keeps its grip on the majority 
of the Liberians with a relentless hold, 
but this is not strange, for the laws of 
the country seem to have been made 
for the special purpose of keeping the 
people poor. White men are not per- 
mitted to become citizens, neither are 
they allowed to hold property within 
the republic. This being the case it is 
extremely difficult to induce capital to 
enter the country. 

There is a feeling, however, which 
every day grows stronger, that those 
limitations must be done away with, 
but until limitations which are so hurt- 
ful to investment of money are re- 
moved, Liberia is no place for emi- 
grators. The condition of the poor 
there is deplorable in the extreme, and 
this being true, why should the poor 
emigrate to a place where the condi- 
tions effecting advancement are so re- 
strictive. ,

There is an erroneous opinion prevail- 
ing among the white people of the coun- 
try, that is north of Mason & Dixon 
line, that all the intelligence to be 
found among Afro-Americans is pos- 
sessed by those living in the northern 
states, and that nothing but ignorance 
abounds among those living in the 
southern states. A more _ palpably 
wrong idea never existed in the minds 
of men. Even with all their advan- 
tages, privileges and rights, the Afro- 
Americans of the north are to a great 
extent behind their brothers in the 
south. The flower of the race is to be 
found in the southern states, and de- 
spite all the advantages with which 
they have had to contend with, the 
southern Negro is to-day making more 
rapid advancement in wealth and edu- 
cation than their more favored brother 
in the north. Furthermore, in nine 
cases out of ten, you will find the suc- 
cessful Negro in the north was southern 
born and reared. 

Very few young men have as bright. 
a future before them as George W. 
Dickey, and none are more equal to the 
emergency than he.

Mr. Dickey is one of those quiet, 
easy-going fellows who make a friend 
of every acquaintance, and when once 
his friend, you are always his friend. 
George Dickey never says any thing or 
commits an act that would tend in any 
way to alienate a friend, and he has the 
happy faculty of impressing every one 
with the idea that he is their especial 
friend; this accounts in a measure for 
his numerous friends. Another point 
about Mr. Dickey is, he knows how to 
keep his own counsel, and he never al- 
lows his right hand to know what his 
left hand does. He was born in Colum- 
bus, O., about twenty-eight years ago, 
and after attending the common and 
high schools of his native city, he en- 
tered a printing office, the greatest of 
all schools, where he learned the trade 
ofa printer. As a printer, he was re- 
garded as one of the best, and in mak- 
ing up matter, his workmanship was 
very artistic. He always took a lively 
interest in politics, not as a loud mouth 
partisan, but as a quiet, unassuming con- 
servative, and this course wins thrice 
where the other will fail. A year ago 
last spring he accepted a position in 
the census office at Washington, as 
clerk, and was shortly advanced to the 
position of chief of division. His work 
in that department was thus recog- 





nized and rewarded. George Dickey’s 
political future is a bright one, and his 
numerous friends are watching his ca- 
reer with interest. On June 30 he was 
married to one of Washington's most 
estimable and cultured young ladies, 
Miss Evniee Wormley, and in this al- 
lianece Mr. Dickey was doubly fcrtun- 
ate, in so much that he secured for a 
wife a young lady of rare mental at- 





tainments avd oulture, and one who is

eorge Dickey is not a dependent, 
but on the contrary is fully equipped 
with energy and ability to make his 
way to the front single handed and 
alone, 

Ingersonal appearance Mr. Dickey is 
considered to be one of the handsomest 
of men by the ladies, and as connois- 
seurs of manly beauty the opinion of 
the ladies is an irrevocable decision. 





What a reminder of the possibilities 
in life are the lives of some men. Not 
long since, I met a gentleman from 
Washington, D.C., the Mecca of great 
men, and he fell to discussing a num- 
berof prominent men of the Capital. 
He*sferred at some length to Robert 

. Yerrell, a man whose modesty per- 
haps has assisted greatly in preventing 
him from having attained a greater

place in life than he now occupies. He 
was born in Orange county, Va., No- 
vember 25, 1857. He was reared in 
Washington, D. C., passing through the 
public schools of that city. In 1875 he 
went to Groton, Mass., where he grad- 
uated from Lawrence academy, taking 
the. highest prize in oratory. In the 
fall of 1880 he entered Harvard univers- 
ity, where he graduated in 1884, being 
one of the six commencement orators 
representing a class of over 200. In 
1885 he took up the study of law at 
Howard university at. Washington, D. 
C.,. graduating with distinction three 
yeas later. After teaching for five 
years in the Washington high school, 
he resigned to accept his present posi- 
tion, chief of division in the fourth 
auditor's office. Mr. Terrell is an ex- 
ample of the self-made man, having by 
his own labor and exertions paid his 


way through the academy and 
college. When these facts were 
presented to the fourth auditor, 
Hon. John R. Lynch, he said he 


felt great pleasure in appointing him; 
the late Secretary Windom in issuing 
his commission expressed the opinon 
that Mr. ‘Terrell’s life was an example 
worthy of imitation by all young men 
who cherish the honorable ambition of 
distinguishing themselves and becom- 
ing useful in their day and generation. 
Mr. Terrell enjoys the distinction of 
being one of the best educated men of 
color in the country. Onaccountof his 
distinguished abilities, his knowledge 
of international law, and the fluency 
with which he speaks the French lan- 
guage, he is being urged for the posi- 
tion of minister and consul general to 
Hayti to succeed Hon. Frederick Doug- 
lass. Mr. Terrell is making no effort to 
be appointed, but his supporters are 
urging his appointment vigorously, and 
the belief is current that he will be ap- 
appointed, in fact, his friends claim to 
have received assurance from the depart- 
ment of state that Mr. Terrell will in 
all probability succeed Mr. Douglass. 





MINISTER TO HAYTI. 

From “king to peasant” the question 
that is of supreme interest to Afro- 
Amegicans is, woo will the president 
pame to succeed Mr. Douglass? Wheth- 
er a white or black man, and when will 
that appointment be made? It is pret- 
ty evident that the president is dis- 
posed to wait until after the fall elec- 
tions before naming the successor, and 
it is pretty evident that this desired de- 
lay is an argument to prove that the ad- 
ministration desires to'appoint a white 
man to succeed Mr. Douglass. In either 
case the administration is liable to be 
damned. However, the fact is apparent 
to all that precedent dictates the ap- 
pointment of an Afro-American. 

Not only does precedent dictate it, 
but the meager representation accorded 
this race by the administration dictates 
it. 

There are a number of prominent 
men urged for the post, and the presi- 
dent can make no very serious mistake 
in naming any one of the avowed can- 
didates. It matters not whether the 
appointee be the brilliant but eratic ed- 
itor of the New York Age, T. Thomas 
Fortune, who has changed his politics 
as often as there are words inhis name; 
whether he be Robert Terrell, the es- 
pecial protege of Lynch, Bruce, et al; 
whether he be the learned Prof. Scar- 
borough, whose political ideas are as 
narrow as his ideas regarding intermar- 
riage are liberal; whether it be Prof. 
Gregory, who was recently forced off 
the board of trustees of the Washing- 
ton schools, or whether it be an un- 
known, the fact that he is an Afro- 
American will make up for the differ- 
ence in pergonality. 


Terrell a close second, that is if we 
take for granted the fluctuating stories 
thatemanate from those who “‘speak au- 
thoritatively” about twice a day. 
However, we have it from one that is 
close to the powers that be that Terrell 
stands an excellent chance to be struck 
by ministerial lightning. However, 
were I elected to name a man for the 
place, I would quietly drop into Balti- 
more, Md., walk down Courtland street 
and enter an office, which on the out- 
side is a sign reading, “E. J. Waring, 
Attorney at Law.” Here isa brilliant 
young man, who is stable, not eratic, is. 
the protege of no exclusive set, has 
broad, liberal ideas on more than One 
subject, and for legal probity is the 
equal of any. He would fill the posi- 
tion with honor and credit. “ With all 
due honor to any who have been men- 
tioned, we must say that Waring is ful- 
ly equipped for such a post of honor, 
and being of the people and for the peo- 
ple would give eminent satisfaction fo 
the race. 





On the 14th inst. the National Colored 
Congress, in session at Red Oak, Ia.,¢ 
elected Jay C/ Fremont president for 
the ensuing year, and passed a resolu- 
tion for the appointment of a national 
executive committee, consisting of one 
member from each state and territory, 
including the District of Columbia. 
Red Oak, Ia., is too far from the center 
of Negro population to hold such a con- 
vention, and the good intentions of the 
projectors will avail little because of 
this distance. Such conventions should 
be held in cities that are in close prox- 
imity to Negro population, and unless 
this is done, no matter how meritorious, 
the results of the deliberations will do 
little good. 


I ran across C. A. Johnson, of the 
National Capital News Syndicate at 
Washington, the other day, and found 
him, as of old, chucked full of news. 
He is particularly severe on Recorder 
Bruce and gave us some additional facts 
regarding this self-appointed leader 
that was any thing but complimentary 
to the ex-senator, ex-register and pres- 
entrecorder. Mr. Bruce has enjoyed a 
good thing all his life and about the 
only thing he has done for the race has 
been to lend money at ten per cent. to 
the poor clerks at Washington. 

His recent trip to Indiana has made 
him the target for some pretty caustic 
reprovals which in all probability 
would have not  materalized so 
soon had it not been for this trip and 
for which the president called him to 
account for, and he was forced to come 
out in a cardof denial that bore the ear- 
marks of compulsion. 





I accidently fell in with a number of 
prominent Afro-Americans who figure 
largely in state politics in Ohio, and a 
discussion arose as to what colored men 
the republican state committee would 
send to Ohio to stump the state. A 
long list of prominent Afro-Americans 
were named who would be desirable. 
Men from the sunny sonthland, men 
from the west, and men from the east, 
besides prominent ones in the state, 
but the names of Bruce and Lynch 
were not mentioned save by one, and 
then only to declare that a protest 
should be made if the committee felt 
disposed to send either one of these 
gentlemen to Ohio. This sentiment 
was acquiesced in by the others. One of 
them put it grotesquely when he said, 
“Tf we must have chestnuts, give us 
palatable ones.” LARPH. 








Washington’s Financial Troubles. 


“ven Gen. Washington, though tho 
richest citizen of the United States, 
could sometimes scarcely make both 
ends meet. In March, 1789, just before 
going to New York to be inaugurated, 
he borrowed £600 of Richard Conway, 
of Maryland, to whom he _ wrote: 
‘‘Never till within these two years have 
I experienced the want of money. I 
am now inclined to do what I never ex- 
pected to be driven to--that is: to bor- 
row money on interest.” Ten years 
later (August 17, 1799) he wrote to his 
nephew and clerk, Robert Lewis, that 
he must change his system of farming, 
or do worse. ‘‘Something must be done 
or I shall be ruined; for all the moneys 
(in addition to whatI raise by crops 
and rents) that have been received for 
lands, sold within the last four years, 
to the amount of $50,000, have scarcely 
been able to keep me afloat. Under 
these circumstances, and a thorough 
conviction that half the workers I keep 
on this estate would render me a great- 
er net profit than I now derive from the 
whole, has made me resolve, if it can be 
accomplished, to settle plantations on 
some of my other lands.” He did not 
live to effect this, for he died four 
months later.—Boston Advertiser. 

—The latest plan to improve the 
draught of the furnaces of ocean steam- 
ers is to increase the height of the 
smoke pipes. The new steamer Scot of 
the Cape Mail line is provided with 
smoke pipes 120 feet high above the 
grates, being the loftiest pipes ever put 
intoa steamer. A draught of three- 
quarter-inch water pressure is thus ob- 
tained. all the steam needed is easily 
secured, and the use of fansis dispensed 
with. Her speed is 19 knots.

An Examination of the Reports*on tho 
Experimental Work on the Jaxtcnsion of 
the Free Postal Delivery, #ystem Shows 
it to Have Been, on sife Average, Suc- 
cessful, and Exceedigig the Postmaster- 
General's Anticipations.. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 8.—Postmaster- 
General Wanamaker was very indig- 
nant yesterday, when he learned that 
during his absence on vacition an ill- 
informed clerk in one of the bureaus of 
thepost office department had given 
ott false information to the press that 





‘the free delivery experiments are not a 


success. He caused an examination of 
the latest reports from these experi- 
ments to be made and found that they 
succeeded beyond his most sanguin 
expectations, and in a way ut- 
terly to confound the erities of the 
experiment. It is already an estab- 
lished fact that the increased revenue 
in those offices where the free delivery 
experiments is on trial almost pays for 
the increased expenditure, and it is 
hoped by judicious management that in 
the average the experiment will en- 
tirely pay for itself, as some of the 
offices more than do now. Mr. Wanaé 
meker has it definitely in mind to pre- 
seut to the next congress a scheme by 
whieh, when a given sum is asked for 
free <elivery in a given community, the 
sum veing calculated on the area to 
be served, the  popniation and 
other such items, if is almost 
a mathematical certainty that a sum 
almost if not quite as large will be 
added to the net earnings of the office 
in question. Even if the free delivery 
does not quite pay for itself, it is likely 
that the postmaster-general will ask 
congress to consider the question 
whether the rural districts of the coun- 
try may not properly expect this slight 
contribution to their postal facilities 
where, in so many quarters, they have 
up to the present time been considered 
so limited. 


TENNESSEE CONVICTS. 


A Proposition to Repeal the Present Con- 
vict Lease Law and Substitute Another 
and More Liberal One Dictated by the 
Lessees of the Penitentiary. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Sept. 8.- -Thesen- 
ate met yesterday morning and ad- 
journed in observance of Labo day 
immediately after Mr. Penland’s bill 
to repeal the convict lease law had 
been offered. ‘The Tennessee Coal, 
Iron & Railroad Co., the lessee of the 
penitentiary, will to-day, through the 








ehairman of the penitentiary com- 
mittee of the legislature, sub- 
mit a proposition to caret 


the present contract and make a new 
one. According to authentic informa- 
tion the lessees agree*in this proposition 
to pay $1 per diem for the labor of each 
convict, the state to feed and elothe 
the convicts and bear the expense of 
transporting them to and from the 
main prison. ‘The lessees propose to 
employ all able-bodied convicts at the 
mines in Marion, Bledsoe and Se- 
quatchie counties only. They offer to 
erect a new prison by convict labor 
at a cost of several hundred thon- 
sand dollars and confine within its 
walls all convicts who are not stron: 
enough todig coal. The new prison is 
to be built at the head of Sequatchice 
valley, under the direction of the state 
architect, and 500 acres of ground sur- 
rounding will be given to the state, the 
ground to be worked by the partially 
disabled convicts. 





CIRCULAR TO BANKERS. 





Circular Sent Out by Comptroller Lacey 
Notifying Baxkers that Four and a Half 
Per Cents are No Longer Available as 
Security for Circulation. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 8.—Comptroller 
Lacey has sent a circular letter to 
banks holding 4'¢ per cent. bonds as a 
hasis for circulation, in which he says: 
‘You are respectfully advised that the 
41f per cent. bonds, loan of July 14, 


1870, and January 20, 1871, now

A Sketch ofthe Life ofthe Great Col- 
ored Manager—How He Made the Trip 
Around the World=Nine Tons of Curi 
osities—A Very Fine Residence. 





(From the Cheveland (Ohio) World.) 


The quiet little city of Ravenna, 
situated only 38 miles from Cleve 
land, and the county seat of Portage, 
has of late been remarkable for 
naught but one of the most awful of 
all the horrible railroad calamities of 
recent times. 

Further research into the local and 
persopnel of the rural city reveal the 
fact that Ravenna hasa right to be 
proud of her natural advantages, 
her location being little gems of lakes, 
where excellent fishing and boating 
facilties are afforded. 

The people of adjoining cities are 
beginning to awaken to the natura 
advantages afforded by Ravenna for

They 
came to Ohio in 1821, and settled 
upon the farm where Fred the fourth 
child, was born in the year 1846. 

His natural musical gifts were 
somewhat cultivated and he went to 
the city of Memphis, Tenn. There 
he taught a singing school and played 
the orgon in the A. M. E. church. 

While there he used to notice that 
people would come in and remain 
during the singing which preceded 
the services. leaving immediately af- 
ter, and hisears were often saluted 
by the remark, “G—d, but don’t 
that nigger sing like h—1.” He was 
finally engaged by Mr. George L. 
White, originator and manager of 
the Fisk Jubilee Singers, in 1874. 

This, their second tourin the Unis 
ted States, not proving as financially 
successful as was anticipated, it was 
decided to take the troupe to Eng.

The 
company was run for a time upon 
the co-operative plan until, finally, 
Mr. Louden secured the absolute 
control. Then he conceived the 
plan of doing something which had 
never been done before by a man of 
his race. 

Mr. Louden determined to go 
around the world, thereby accom- 
plishing that which few white men 
have dared and still fewer successful. 
ly accomplished. 

Accordingly they set sail for Great 
Britain, and traversed the country 
in all directions,making many friends 
and giving the satisfaction. 

For two successive years they gave 
their concerts under the patronage of 
the noble and the great, and sung 
before the queen and royal family. 

On April 3, 1886, they set sail for 
Australia While passing through 
the Suez canal, Mr. Louden made a 
flying trip through Egypt, viewing 
Cairo, the Pyramids and site of an 
cient Memphis, rejoicing the steam 
erat Suez. An uneventful passage 
brought them to Melbourne, where 
they landed May 14. 

Their season opened June 7, at the 
town hall of Melbourne, which seen 
3,200 peuple under the patronage of 
Governor Sir Henry and Lady 
Locket with the Hon. James Bal- 
four, chairman of the evening. 

The party then leit for Sydney, 
capital of New South Wales, and 
opened their season under the pat 
ronage of Governor Lord and Lady 
Carrington. They sang in Sydney 
60 nights, from thence going to New 
Zealand, where they sojourned seven 
months in the north and_ nitiddle is- 
lands. 

Returning to Australia, they 
opened at Adelaide, capital of South 
Australia, singing there 40 consecu. 
tive nights, under the patronage of 
Governor Sir William Robinson. 
Their next stand was Brisbane, capi- 
tal of Queensland, singing there un- 
der the patronage of Governor Sir 
Anthony Musgrave, Lady Musgrave, 
by the way, beingan American and 
daughter of Cyrus W. Field of At- 
lantic cable fame. 

After singing inBrisbane 60 nights 
they sailed away for Tasmanie (Van 

Diemcn’s Land). After a short sea- 
son in Tasmania they left for the Or- 
ient, having spent three years and 
six months in Australasia. 

Next they visited Ceylon, India, 
Burmah, Singapore, China and Ja 
pan, making short stays at the prin- 
cipal piaces and meeting with great 
social and financial success. 

On April 3, 1890, which was 
Thursday, at 10 0’clock a.m., they 
sailed from Yokahama, Japan, for 
San Francisco, after an absence of 
six years from American soil It is 
a little singulgr to note that their 
departure for Europe and the sailing 
for America should be on the same 
day of the month, same day of the 
week and same hour of the day. 

During their season in India Mr. 
Louden and his par‘y visited the 
world famous Taj Mahal at Agra, on 
the river Jumna. This wonderful 
piece of architecture was erecied — by 
the Mogul shah Jehan as a maus:- 
leum for his favorite wife Moomtaja 
a Mehal. 

Mr. Louden and his singers have 
the honor of singing the first and 
only Christian hymn in this celebras 
ted Mohammedan mosque, One tone 
sounded by Mr Louden underneath 
the central dome contizued to reve r 
berate for a period of 20 seconds.

THE COTTON CROP, 


September Report of the De- 
partment of Agriculture. 


Reduction of Six Points During 
the Past Month 


The Deterioration Indieated Many 


Times by September Statements—The 
Cause of the Present Reduction—Most 
Serious Complaints—State 
and Conditions. 


Wasutnarton, Sept. 11.—The Septem- 
ber report of the department of agricul- 
ture marks a reduction in cotton during 
the past month of six points, from 88.9 
to 82.7. August is a critical period in 
the growth of the common pRnt, and 
sixteen times in twenty years has the 
deterioration been indicated by the re- 
turns of Sept. 1. 

In the four exceptional years the 
August averages have! been relatively 
low and the decline has occurred during 
the previous month. The cause of the 
present reduction on the Atlantic coast 
has been the excess of rainfall causing 
an overgrowth of the plant and a dimin- 
ishing tendency to fruitage. From 
Alabama and westward the drouth and 
main factor of loss assisted by the boll 
worn and caterpillar. 

Tlfe most serious complaints are the 
ahedding of fruit and leaves, and the 
sprouting of seed in the bolls, the rot- 
ting of bolls, rust, and staining of open 
cotton. Except in a few localities where 
the cotton worms are usually destruct- 
ive and in the area affected by drouth, 
rust and shedding also occurred.

Quarrel Between Man and Wife Result- 
ing in Death to the Latter. 

Topeka, Kan., Sept. 11.—One of the 
most terrible tragedies has occurred in 
Topeka.

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MAJ. M'KINLEY’S SPEECH. Oo 


A Clear Showing Of the Benefits Derived 
from Kepublican Methods. 

The Ohio campaign was formally 
opened by Maj. MeKinley in his speech 
at Niles, his birthplace, yesterday. 
Clearly the republicans of that state 
have never been more enthusiastic; 
clegzriy in no campaign have they had 
2 leader who more perfectly represents 
taeir present purposes or arouses their 
noblest aspirations than Maj. MckKin- 
ley. He has been one of the few states- 
men able to consolidate the wishes of 
a great national party into a tariff bill 
which neither friends nor foes have de- 
rided as a compromise or makeshift. 
The Mills bill was confessedly a sacra- 
fice of conviction to temporary expedi- 
ency. The only other tariffs framed 
and passed by the democrats during 
the whole history of that party were 
the horizontal revenue tariffs of 1845 
and 1857, and neither at that time nor 
since has any person ever pretended 
that those were anything but a cow- 
ardly evasion of the convictions the 
party professed. Nor were the tariffs 
enacted by friends of protection in 
years before the war at all comparable 
to the act of 1890 in breadth, fidelity to 
protective principles, courage or true 
statesmanship. The leader who was 
not only able to devise but also to car- 
ry such a measure through a closely 
divided house has few equals in the 
history of economic legislation. 

Mr. McKinley gives his attention 
first to the question of sound currency. 
It is an issue which Ohio has already 
decided, and decided rightly, and at a 
time when the policy of the whole 
country depended on that state. In the 
desperate struggle of 1875 that state 
turned the tide against financial folly 
and dishonesty. and Maj. McKinley is 
confident it will do the sime in the 
contests of 1891, essentially the same 
issue being presented. His argument is 
that the republican party has already 
erected a mighty bulwark for the pro- 
tection of silver; ‘thas preserved and 
enlarged its monetary uses upon a safe 
basis, and has provided that the silver 
dollar shall be kept as good as the best 
dollar of our currency.” He shows 
that unlimited coinage would mean 
that ‘the silver producer whose 41214 
grains of silver are worth only 80.cents 
in the markets of this country and the 
world is thus enabled to demand that 
the government shall take it at 100 
cents.” Then he asks with irresistible 
force: “Will the government be as 
kind to the producer of wheat, and pay 
him 20 cents more per bushel than the 
murket price?” 

Mr. McKinley believes an interna- 
tional agreement on coinage the only 
true remedy, but that is prevented by 
the belief of Europe that this country 
will eventually go to a silver basis. 
“If Europe believed otherwise she 
would not be slow to give consent.” 
Hie then quotes the letter of President 
Cleveland, and with especial force in 
Ohio the declaration of Congressman 
Ilarter, a distinguished democrat, who 


said: ‘*The adoption of this wild idea 
will not bring into the democratic 


power a solitary state in the union. It 
will be political suicide, and we might 
as well make an assignment of the 
party and have a receiver appointed.” 
Finally, Maj. MeKinley showed that 
fres coinage would be robbery of pen- 
sioners, Whose claims against govern- 
ment are not less sacred than those of 
men who loaned it money in its time of 
need. When repudiation sought to 
plunder bondholders, the soldiers stood 
firm for the public honor. Now the 
lebt has been so far paid that interest 
thereon is only $27,000,000 annually, as 
$145,000,000 in 1867, and the 
pension roll of the soldiers is $137,- 
090,000, against $20,000,000 in 1867. Mr. 
MeKinley asks: ‘‘Shall the soldier have 
his great debt paid off in the. same coin 
as the bondholder? Is it right to foree 
upon him a dollar worth 80 cents when 
other creditors of the government 
were paid a dollar worth 100 cents?” 

Maj. McKinley’s discussion of the 
tariff question is exhaustive and con- 
vineing, and deserves the careful at- 
tention of candid citizens in every state. 
He shows that a revenue tariff ‘‘does 
not move a single spindle except in 
foreign countries. It increases the de- 
inand for foreign goods, and diminishes 
the use of domestic goods. It is for the 
foreign shop and against the American 
shop.” He recites the history of the 
cowitry under various tariffs and the 
result of each with great clearness, and 
then discusses the position of the two 
parties, with regard to the wool duty 
in particular, showing that the demo- 
crats now complain because the farm- 
er receives alow price for his wool. 
“If this be so, then the tariff is not 
a tax.” He shows that the democrats in 
previous years have affirmed that re- 
duction of duties on wool was a great 
outrage upon the wool grower, and 
that the republican party has restored 
substantially the duties of the tariff of 
1867. 

Mr. McKinley’s exposition of the re- 
sults of the new tariff thus far and of 
the precise changes of duty it has made 
is much the clearest yet made by any 
debater. His defense of the duty on 
tin plates is the more forcible because, 
as he stated, works are about to be es- 
tablished in every town where he spoke. 
In closing, he quotes with great effect 
the remarks of English journals on the 
new tariff and its results, and especial-

ly their rejoicing at democratic victories | 


last fall. He submits to every Ameri- 
can, for his earnest and patriotic con- 
sideration, whether it is right for him 
by his votes to serve the ends of hostile 
industries in foreign countries instead 
of upholding the industry and prosper- 
ity of our own country.—N. ¥. Tribune.

currency. 

The democratic party will enter ths 
field as against this invincible cham- 
pion of American interests and good 
government clothed in a Joseph’s coat 
of various colors, representing as many 
shades of political belief and policy, 
but standing upon the two rotten 
planks of free trade and ‘‘free and un- 
limited coinage of silver.” 

In a fair fight this democratic mon- 
ster—with the hands of Esau and the 
voice of Jacob—must-inevitably be laid 
in the dust of an ignominious defeat. 

It must not be overlooked, however, 
that the democratic party enters the 
approaching state and national con- 
tests hopelessly divided upon the two 
principal issues which they represent. 

Upon the tariff the democrats are 


divided bothin the north and in the! 


south, and as to the doctrine of the 
“free and unlimited coinage of silver,” 
which only means free and unlimited 
ruin, there exists even amore serious 
division of feeling and sentiment in all 
sections of the country. 

In the four recently formulated and 
published state platforms of the demo- 
crats in Kentucky, Iowa, Ohio and Mis- 
sissippi we have the following declara- 
tions as to the silver question. 

The Kentucky democrats led off with 
this declaration:

ocrats in the last congress for their 
almost unanimous vote in both houses 
in favor of the free coinage of silver, 
and demand its restoration to the posi- 
tion of equality before the law givea to 
it by our fathers.” 

Then came the demand of the Iowa 
democrats, terse, frank and emphatic: 

‘‘We reiterate our demand of one year 
ago for the free coinage of silver, and 
that it be made full legal tender for all 
debts, public and private.” 

The Ohio democrats took up the free 
silver chorus in this manner: 

‘We denounce the demonetization of 
silver in 1873 by the party then in power 

* * and we demand the reinstate- 
ment of the constitutional standard of 
both gold and silver, with the equal 
right of each to free and unlimited 
coinage.” 

On the same day the Mississipps 
democrats echoed the free silver refrain 
thus: 

‘4. We believe that! gold and silver 
should be coined upon the same conditions, 
and that when the government shali 
cease to discriminate between them 
they will freely circulate, side by side, 
and be equally useful and acceptable 
to the people. We also believe that 
there should be an additional issue of 
treasury notes, interchangeable with 
coin, sufficient to transact the business 
of the country, and to relieve the pres 
ent financial depression.” 

The democratic press of the north 
and east openly and emphatically re- 
pudiate this whole prijncipls and 
policy, and about three-sevenths of the 
democratic conventions adopting these 
platforms equally resisted this move- 
ment. Out of this party discord must 
inevitably come an _ overwhelming 
democratic defeat.—N. Y. Mail and Ex- 
press.
